NEW  DORM  ON 


Dr.W.H.MacIntire  Receives  Herty 
Medal  Before  Prominent  Chemists 


Bids  will  be  received  Tuesday 
for'  the  new  dormitory  to  be; 
erected  here  in  the  near  future, 
construction  to  be  begun  imme-; 
diately  after  approval  by  the  PWA. 
who  made  the  construction  pro-, 
gram  possible  by  a  direct  grant 
to  the  University  System  of. 
Georgia. 

The  bids  call  lor  the  erection  of 
a  new  dormitory  on  the  campus  at 
a  cost  of  more  than  thirty  thous¬ 
and  dollars.  This  is  the  first  of 
a  number  of  buildings  that  will 
be  provided  under  the  PWA 
grant.  The  college  also  expects  to 
build  a  physical  education  build¬ 
ing  and  also  an  additional  class 
room  building  for  musical  con-, 
struction. 

The  PWA  grant  was  obtained  in 
February  following  a  visit  iO 
Washington  by  Chancellor  S.  V. 
Sanford  and  several  members  o£ 
the  Board  of  Regents.  Several 
times  since  then  reports  have 
been  made  that  consliW^ort 
would  be  started  immediately. 

The  college  has  been  taxed  to 
its  capacity  for  dormitory  room 
this  year  and  indications  are  that 
the  enrollment  will  be  greater 
next  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
new  building  will  be  ready  to  ac¬ 
comodate  additional  students  next 
fall. 

The  first  unit  of  the  physical 
education  building  has  been  com¬ 
pleted.  The  swimming  pool  and 
the  foundation  of  the  pbtysicin 
education  bpuilding  were  finished 
last  fall.  It  is  not  expected  that 
contracts  will  he  let  for  this 
building  until  next  year.

The  presentation,  of  the  medal 
was  made  at  the  annual  meeting' 
of  the  Georgia  section  of  the 
Chemical  society,  cf  which  Dr.  Al¬ 
lred  Scott,  University  of  Georgia, 
l is  president.  The  affair  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Chemistry  Club, 
j  Herty  Day  was  begun  several 
years  ago  by  the’  club.  The  ac¬ 
tual  selection  of  the  recipient  cf 
the  medal  and  (the  presentation 
is  carried  out  through  the  Geor¬ 
gia  section  of  the  American 
Chemical  Society,  in  co-operation 
with  ether  local  sections  of  the  so¬ 
ciety  in  several  southern  slates. 

The  selection  cf  Dr.  Maclntire 
fer  the  award  was  made  for  his 
outstanding  work  in  agricultural 
chemistry.  He  was  graduated  from 
the  North  Carolina  State  College. 
Pennsylvania  State  College,  and 
Ocrnell  University.

It  is  not  commonly  known  that  practi¬ 
cally  all  of-  the  ■  microscopic  research  con¬ 
nected  with  •  Dr.  Herty’s  experiments  is 
carried  on  in  a  small  laboratory  on  the 
third  floor  of  Parks  Hall  by  advanced 
chemistry  students  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.-  Lindsley  amt-members  of  the  college 
'  chemistry  '  faculty.  Although  leading 
chemists  everywhere  know  of  the  work  be¬ 
ing  -Carried  'on  here.,  only  a  comparative 
few  of  the  student  body  are  aware  that 
there  is  more  microscopic  research  being 
carried  on' here  on  our  own  campus  than 
anywhere  else  in' the  Soiilth  for  the  past 
ten  years.  Did  you  know  that  out  of  15 
girls  choSfen  to-do  graduate  work  in  chem¬ 
istry,  fr.om  the  entire  South  that  six  of 
-them  came  the  1935  graduating  class  cf 
G!  S’  C.  W. '  Furthermore,  did  you  know 
that  six  girls  were  the  complete  group 
Whb"i)rished  to1  continue  work  .  in  the 
chemistry  field,  meaning  that  all  of  them 
Were  accepted? '

photographic  reproductions  of  micro¬ 
scopic  research  for  the  Herty  bulletin  were 
lhgde  here? 

This  connection  with  Dr.  Herty  is  no 
matter  of  his,  taking  a  trip  down  here 
once  a  year  to  attend  the  presentation  of 
a.  medal  whkjh  the  Chemistry  club  has 
named,  fpx.  him.  .lie  considers  our  chemis¬ 
try  .  laboratories; .  an .  adjunct  to  his  own 
laboratory, .  It  ^eems  abysmal  ignorance 
f<uc  alnpost  an  entire  student  body  to  be 
unaware  of  our  part  in  what  is  probably 
greatest^  chemical  research  which  has 
ever  been  carried  on  in  -  the  south.

Editor’s  Note 


WE  HAVE  EEEN  CONTRADICTED— 
by  the  dean  of  Columbia  University  in  our 
recent  statement  that  we  thought  that  stu¬ 
dents  who  worked  their  way,  eiher  pari- 
.  ally  or  all  the  way,  .through  school  were 
better  off  on  the  average.  Columbia’s 
Dean  McKnight  says:  “Students  should  not 
try  to  work  their  way  through  college. 
Those  who  try  are  likely  to  wreck  their 
careers  by  the  very  means  through  which 
they  hope  to  achieve  success.” 

We  still  disagree  with  Mi*.  McKnight,  and 
in  our  case  here,  we  think  we  have  proof 
that  those  students  who  are  working  are 
mot  wrecking  thei  rnerves  or  their  scho¬ 
lastic  careers. 

The  dean  of  Minnesota,  E..  E.  Nichol¬ 
son,  agrees  with  us.  He  says  “Students  are 
so  much  happier  when1  they  are  working, 
-'their  way  through  school.”  He  offers  no 
concrete  proc*?,  but  he  must  have  ,  some 
on  which  he  bases  his- statement. 

“Employment  doesn’t  make  any  diff¬ 
erence;  A  good  student  may  be  employed 
up  to  four  hours  a  day,  provided  she  limits 
her  extra-curricula  and  social  affairs, 
.without  affecting  the  quality  of  her 
.achievement,”  says  Assistant  Dean  Zee 
■  Bayliss,  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

And  thus  we  have  the  problem  definite¬ 
ly  solved,  according  to  the  Clear  as  Mud 
Department  of  the  Associated  Collegiate 
Press. 

But  however  clear  muddled  the  solu¬ 
tion  may  be  in  some  eyes,  we  are  still 
confused  when  bombarded  with  numer¬ 
ous  conflicting  reports.  Evidently  our  so¬ 
lution  to.'  the  problem  does  not  lie  in  the 
comparing  of  statistics  but  in  the  approach 
of  the  individual  student  to  the  matter  of 
working  her  way  through  college. 

No  set  rules  can  be  laid  down  as  to  the 
number  of  hours  all  students  should 
work,  study,  engage  in  ejrttvi -curricula 
activities,  and  spend  in  social  affairs.  Each 
student  must  decide  how  her  time  is  to  be 
scent  according  to  her  capabilities  and  her 
aims  in  coming  to  college;  work,  like  ether 
phases  cf  college  life,  must  be  considered 
carefully  in  relation  to,  other  college  ac¬ 
tivities. 

Apparently,  then,  the  problem  is  a 
personal  one.  The  student  must  decide  for 
herself  how  much  time  she  will  spend  in 
work,  and  this  decision  cf  hers  will  de- 
determine  the  measure  of  her  ambition 
and  success.
